Is Fall Plowing Best? 


T here is a g re a t difference of opin 
ion am ong farm ers as to the advan 
tages of fall plowing. 
This, accord 
ing to M. F. Miller, professor of soils 
at the Missouri College of Agricul 
ture, is because some soils, when fall 
plowed, 
actualy 
give 
poorer 
corn 
crops the next year than when spring 
plowed 
The reasons for this are not 
entirely clear but one th at is some 
tim es given is that lands low in 
or­ 
ganic m atter when 
fall plowed, run 
together p retty badly in the spring so 
that they absorb less of the spring 
rainfall and lose more by evaporation 
than the same land plowed early in 
the spring. 
Such land also works up 
badly in the spring. 
The principal 
advantages 
in fall 
plowing are that it gives a b etter dis­ 
tribution of farm labor, it helps 
to 
control insect pests, and on lands th a t 
are cloddy, it helps to bring

Is Fall Plowing Best? 


There is a great difference of opin­ 
ion am ong farm ers as to the advan­ 
tages of fall plowing. 
This, accord­ 
ing to M. F. Miller, professor of soils 
at the Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture, is because some soils, when fall 
plowed, 
actualy 
give 
poorer 
corn 
crops the next year than when spring 
plowed 
The reasons for this are not 
entirely clear but one th a t is some­ 
tim es given is that lands low in 
or­ 
ganic m atter when 
fall plowed, run 
together pretty badly in the spring so 
th at they absorb less of the spring 
rainfall and lose more by evaporation 
than the same land plowed early in 
the spring. 
Such land also works up 
badly in the spring. 
The principal 
advantages 
in fall 
plowing are that it gives a better dis­ 
tribution of farm labor, it helps 
to 
control insect pests, and on lands th a t 
are cloddy, it helps to bring 
them 
into somewhat better tilth. 
There is 
no doubt that on level prairie lands, 
which are apt to be wet in the spring, 
fall plowing is usually advantageous. 
In fact, on most lands th a t are not so 
rolling as to cause excessive washing, 
fall plowing is somewhat better than 
spring plowing for corn. 
W here land 
is fall plowed it should usually be left 
rough, without much 
working down, 
as land worked down will often run 
together badly. 
It i* 
advisable 
for 
farm ers to fall plow some of 
their 
land where it lends itself well to fall 
plowing, principally because 
it gives 
a better distribution of labor.
